1 . Please note that the examiner assigned to this application has changed. 

2. Claims 143-162 are pending. After review and reconsideration, the Restriction 
Requirement mailed June 2, 2004 is vacated. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: methods, processes, compositions and kits comprising: 

a. ICP47ofHSVtype 1, 

b. IE 12 of HSV type 2, 

c. a gene encoding a TAP inhibitor, 

d. an antisense sequence or oligonucleotide which is complementary to mRNA or DNA 
sequences encoding TAP, 

e. a RNA-destroying ribozyme targeting TAP mRNA, 

f. peptide aldehyde Z-Leu-Leu-H, 

g. Lactacystin, 

h. DNA encoding a proteosome inhibitor, 

i. an antisense sequence or oligonucleotide which is complementary to at least in part to 
the mRNA or DNA sequences encoding proteosome, and 

j. a RNA-destroying ribozyme targeting proteosome mRNA. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species from a 
through j for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim 
is finally held to be allowable.
